Ike Nominates N. C. Negro Woman Postmaster 

President Eisenhower nominated Mrs. Harveleigh 
White, a Shaw University instructor, to become 
postmaster of Method, N. C., marking the first time 
the administration has recommended a Negro wom- 
an for such a permanent post. 

If confirmed by the Senate, she would become the 
first Negro woman to hold the post in North Caro- 
lina, and one of two Negro postmasters in the U. S. 
The other, Mrs. Laura Young, was confirmed at Lin- 
coln Ridge, Ky., in 1929. 

The postmastership at Method, founded as an all- 
Negro town on the outskirts of Raleigh, has been 
held by Negroes for the past 60 years, and has been 
in the White family for 17 years. Since the office 
does predominantly white business, area whites have 
sought to have the department name a white person 
to the post—a plan opposed by Postmaster General 
Arthur Summerfield. 
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Minister Files Ist Mississippi Voting Suit 

Mississippi Gov. J. P. Coleman called 
for a constitutional convention to erect 
voting barriers strong enough to halt an 
expected Negro onslaught on the polls. 
His plea came four days after a Negro 
minister, Rev. H. D. Darby of Prentiss 
filed suit in Federal court charging that 
he and 1,300 Negroes are being kept from 
voting in Jefferson Davis County. The 

Rev. Darby suit, first filed under the 1957 Civil Rights 
Law, was also the first Federal court attempt to secure 
Negro voting rights. Meanwhile, in Memphis, another Ne- 
gro minister, Rev. M. L. Young, pastor of St. John’s AME 
Church, announced publication of a 40-page report on 
“opportunities” for Negroes in Mississippi. A self-professed 
foe of the NAACP, Rev. Young is president of the Mutual 
Assoc. of Colored People, South. 





White House Aides Seek Halt To Proposed Boycott 
White House aides sought to prevent a one-day shop- 
ping ban set for March 24 by Washington Negro leaders 
against five downtown department stores which refuse 
to hire Negro sales clerks. In meetings, the aides and 
three District Commissioners sought to establish a nine- 
member council on human relations to probe discrimina- 
tion in employment as an alternative. Meanwhile, Rev. E. 
Franklin Jackson, chairman of the committee on equal 
employment opportunity, refused to call off the boycott. 


Dynamite Blasts Jewish Centers In 2 Cities 

Dynamite explosions shifted the walls of a Miami, Fla., 
Jewish center from their foundations, and smashed the 
front door of the Jewish community center in Nashville, 
Tenn. Both blasts were set at night, and damage was 
estimated at $30,000 in Miami, and in $6,000 at Nashville. 
The Nashville blast was linked to school integration, with 
a phone caller claiming that Federal Judge William E. 
Miller (who ordered Nashville integration) ‘would be 
shot down in cold blood.” 
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Wife Says Till Witness Slain, Asks Aid In Seattle 












The wife of Leroy (Too Tight) Collins, a key witness, 
who disappeared during the Emmett Till trial, later turned 
up in Chicago, then went back to Mississippi and disap- 
peared again, is seeking relief in Seattle, Wash. Mrs. Nora 
Collins, who says she fears her husband met the same 
fate as Till, lives with her family in a condemned house 
with little food or clothing. She told officials she left Glen- 
dora, Miss., with her four children after she heard her 
husband had been killed and dumped in the river. Seat- 
tle relief agencies have offered funds to send the Collinses 
back to Mississippi because they are not eligible for aid. 


3 Negroes Dead, 9 Injured In New York Blaze 

Three Negroes were among 24 dead, and nine colored 
textile workers among 15 injured in a disastrous explosion 
and fire which panicked workers in a lower Broadway loft 
building. The blast of a textile oven on the third floor of 
the five-story building touched off a blaze which roared 
upward, engulfing the S. G. S. underwear factory in dense 
smoke and flames. Some 50 white, Negro, and Puerto Rican 
workers scrambled blindly for exits, and died with their 
employer, who refused to leave when they ignored his di- 
rections to a safe exit.

Sentence 3 N. C. Klansmen For School Bombing Try 
In Charlotte, N. C., three Ku Klux Klansmen received 
prison sentences for plotting to bomb all-Negro Woodland 
school last month. Lester F. Caldwell, grand wizard of 
Klavern 22, was given five to 10 years in prison for attempt- 
ing to bomb the school anda suspended sentence of two to 
five years for conspiracy. Klansmen Arthur M. Brown Jr. 
and William O. Spencer drew two-to-five-year terms for 
conspiracy. The all-white jury of 11 men freed klansmen 
David D. Quick and Jack Ayscue. Quick was charged with 
conspiracy, Ayscue with the bombing attempt. 


Probe New Legal Steps In Tallahassee Bus Case 
New court action was being studied in Tallahassee, Fla., 
following refusal of the U. S. Supreme Court to review the 
appeal of three college students convicted of violating a 
new bus seating ordinance. The one white and two Negro 
students were sentenced to 60 days in jail and fined $500, 
but appealed on grounds that the new ordinance was a 
“subterfuge for continuing racial segregation.”

Bullock and his wife, Helen, requested a non-jury trial in 
the Federal District court at Tallahassee on grounds that 
a Florida jury might be prejudiced against them because 
they are Negroes. 


La. Jury Indicts Negro Who Protested Vote Denial 

Louisiana officials moved to head off an FBI probe of 
voting denial by indicting a Minden funeral director, M. 
M. Coleman, on charges of attempting intimidation of a 
public official. Coleman was accused of “going to the fed- 
eral government” to protest denial of Negro voting rights 
which touched off an FBI probe of Parish vote registrar, 
Mrs. Winnice P. Clement. Some six FBI agents were or- 
dered before the grand jury which later accused Asst. 
U. S. Atty. Gen. W. Wilson White of interfering with its 
work.

Dismiss Charge Against Little Rock White Man 

A Little Rock, Ark., white man, who refused to move 
on orders of an Army officer during the last September’s 
integration crisis, had charges against him dismissed 
by the state Supreme Court. The court ruled that Vernon 
Duncan could not be convicted for defying an order 
from an Army Officer since no state law made his con- 
duct an offense. 


Negro Picked On San Mateo, Calif., Grand Jury 

Dr. Robert B. Bullock, San Mateo, Calif., veterinarian, 
was impanelled for the grand jury and became the first 
Negro ever selected for such a post in San Mateo County. 
Dr. Bullock, the only non-Caucasian on the 30-member 
panel from which the jury names were drawn, is a meat 
inspector for the State Dept. of Public Health. 
























Ala. Negro Quits Race For Lieutenant Governor 
A Bessemer, Ala., radio announcer and public rela- 
tions man, Perry L. Thompson, the first Negro to seek 
a state-wide office in Alabama in the past 56 years, 
withdrew as a candidate for lieutenant governor, but 
says he plans to run for governor in 1962. Thompson 
disclosed that his primary reason for qualifying as a 
candidate was to break down the requirement of pledg- 
ing allegiance to the state Democratic Party, which in- 
cludes white supremacy as one of its platforms. He 
added that he was “disappointed” that he was not 
“kicked out” as a candidate, since he had planned an 
injunction to halt the election. 
Call Mass Meeting Over Milwaukee Police-Killing 
A mass “prayer of protest” against the killing of Negro 
Daniel Bell, 22, last month by white policeman Thomas F. 
Grady was scheduled by Rev. R. L. Lathan in Milwaukee’s 
New Hope Baptist Church. The policeman, who shot Bell 
while trying to stop him for a traffic violation, was later 
freed. Rev. Lathan said he was calling the mass prayer in 
the face of a threat against his life and widespread 
criticism.

The Mississippi Senate, with only two dissenting 
ballots, approved a bill authorizing county and city 
donations of $1 million in tax funds to the White 
Citizens Council. The bill, sent immediately to the 
House, offered no restrictions on the use of the 
money. Although the bill authorized donation to any 
organization dedicated to preservation of constitu- 
tional government, the Citizens Council was speci- 
fied to receive the funds. The NAACP was among 
organizations so dedicated. 








Blast Wrecks Atlanta Home Sold To Negroes 


A dynamite blast wrecked the interior of an unoccupied 


house recently sold to Negroes in the northeast section 
of Atlanta. White residents had picketed the area, where 
several homes are up for sale, carrying signs reading: 
“This is a white community.” 
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Yesterday In Negro History 

March 28, 1944—Dr. John Henry Hale, chief of 
surgical services at Meharry Medical College in 
Nashville, Tenn., died at the age of 65. Dr. Hale 
was credited with having performed over 30,000 
operations during his career. 

March 31, 1870—Thomas Peterson-Mundy of Perth 
Amboy, N. J., was the first

ment. He voted in a special 
election to ratify the Perth 
Amboy City Charter.

Excavations at Zengoevarkony, near Pecs in south 
Hungary, have established the fact that a Negroid race 
of high culture lived there 6,000 years ago. Hungarian 
archeologists disclosed that digging over a number of 
years uncovered walls of a huge structure, which had 
paintings on the walls showing men with Negroid faces 
hunting tigers. Also discovered were vases, jugs of clay 
and stone, gold and silver plates. 


African Heads To Meet On Foreign Policy 

Heads of independent African nations were scheduled 
to gather in Ghana next month to study the possibilities 
of adopting a common foreign policy. Among those sched- 
uled to attend are Ghana Premier Kwame Nkrumah; 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser of the United Arab Republic 
of Egypt and Syria; President V. S. Tubman, of Liberia; 
Emperor Haile Selassie, of Ethiopia; Tunisia’s President 
Habib Bourguiba, and the premiers of Libya, Morocco and 
the Sudan. 
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Non-Whites Plan South African Protest Strike 
A nation-wide strike of non-white South Africans was 
scheduled for the eve of next month’s general election to 
protest the balloting, which is restricted to whites. Set 
for three days before the April elections, the strike is 
aimed at achieving a minimum wage of $2.80 a day for 
non-white workers; abolition of identification passes, and 
scrapping of the government’s segregation policies. 


Dutch Propose Joint Airline With Ghana 

The Dutch airline KLM proposed the formation of an 
airline in Ghana that would link the new African re- 
public with the United Kingdom and other European 
countries. The joint company, formed by KLM and the 
Ghana government, would train Ghanaian ground and 
aircraft crews and set up an aviation expansion project.

Royster, who claimed to be Grace’s wife, objected to 
use of certain handwriting evidence. Grace had intro- 
duced documents signed by himself and showing that he 
made a trip to the Holy Land at the time Mrs. Royster 
claimed she married him. But her attorney, Jesse H. 
Chessin, alleges some of the handwriting is not Grace's. 
Singer petie Reese Divorces Husband 

Singer Della Reese was awarded a di- 
vorce from her husband of nearly seven 
years, Vermont Taliaferro, on grounds of 
desertion. The couple was married in 
Detroit in July, 1951, and Miss Reese, 
whose recording of the song And That 
Reminds Me Of You is currently a hit, 
said her husband deserted her Dec. 15, 
1952.

A 31-year-old Baltimore mother of four was sentenced 
to three years’ probation for permanently blinding her 
ex-boy friend by throwing lye into his face after he 
forced his way into her home. Mrs. Rushimear Madison 
pleaded self-defense in the blinding of 24-year-old Hamp- 
ton Richardson, but the judge ruled that she had used 
excessive means to repel the man. 


Says W. African Couples Joke Instead Of Spat 

Married couples of the Mossi Tribe in West Africa avoid 
quarrels that could lead to divorce by resorting to humor, 
according to anthropologist Dr. Peter B. Hammond of the 
University of Pittsburgh. For example, if a Mossi is dis- 
pleased with his wife’s bad cooking, he does not bawl her 
out, reports Dr. Hammond, who lived with the tribe two 
years. He waits until her younger sisters come to visit, 
then says playfully: “Oh here are women even more 
worthless than my wife. If you have come here expecting 
a meal, you might as well return home; you know your 
sister can’t cook.” The wife gets the point and if she cares 
about her marriage she mends her ways. 
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Oust Baltimore Pastor Who Confessed Mlicit Affair 
A Baltimore pastor, who admitted the *% 
truth of rumors that he was seeing a 
woman other than his wife, was ousted 
from the pulpit by his 400-member 
congregation, which he had asked to for- 
give him. Rev. Eugene T. Grove, 45, 
voluntarily confessed his illicit relation- 
ship to a 100-member Bible study class at 
Grace Memorial Baptist Church after 
some parishioners told him it was the 
“honorable” thing to do. The congrega- 
tion’s vote of 68 to 37 vacated the pulpit he had held for 
15 years. Rev. Grove, who is father of seven children, said 
he has no hard feelings about the congregation’s action, 
and may remain in Baltimore and start a religious mis- 
sion of his own. 


Fla. Woman, 43, Freed In Murder Of Lover, 25 

A 43-year-old Jacksonville, Fla., woman, accused of stab- 
bing her 25-year-old lover to death at his home last Sep- 
tember, was freed of murder charges after testifying that 
the victim slapped her so hard that she was twice knocked 
off her feet, her false teeth broken and her wig knocked 
off. The prosecution charged that Eloise G. Griffin stabbed 
Charlie E. Simpson because she was jealous of his atten- 
tions to another woman.

But in a busy path- 
ology laboratory at Georgetown University Medical 
School in Washington, D. C., a trim, golden-brown 
research scientist goes busily about her tasks, and 
finds that her work keeps her in the company of ani- 
mals almost as much as people. Her name: Betty 
Elaine Collette. 

Because she conducts experiments in hypertension 
(high blood pressure) , using white mice, guinea pigs, 
dogs, rabbits and other animals, Betty’s job some- 
times runs around the clock. But the Asheville, N. C., 
native says she “loves her work and the animals.” 

The only Negro in the laboratory, Betty (who has 
been employed at school two years) works with 
three white technicians, often rotating with them on 
day and night experiments.

The Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, which has 271 chap- 
ters in 155 cities and 116 colleges, will establish a new 
chapter on the campus of Oklahoma State University in 
Stillwater and become the first predominantly Negro 
fraternity at the institution. An Alpha spokesman said 
the new chapter will be permitted to induct white as well 
as Negro pledges. 
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LeMoyne Board Raps Student Knuckles Over Letter 

The trustees of LeMoyne College, in Memphis, took 
official note of a campus NAACP chapter’s request for the 
resignation of one member who defended the city in a 
bus integration suit, and declared that while the student 
NAACP president had a right to his opinion, the white 
board member also had a right to his occupation. The con- 
troversy stemmed from a letter written in the student 
newspaper by Marion S. Barry, criticizing former Mayor 
Walter Chandler for his “disgraceful stand” in the law- 
suit. Chandler, who said he had no apologies to make for 
his part in the suit, added that he was merely representing 
a client. 
A&T Asks Funds In Bid For Accreditation 

A stepped-up budget, aimed at securing accreditation 
for North Carolina A&T College in the Southern Assoc. 
of Colleges and Secondary schools, was approved by 
trustees at Greensboro. It included $1,418,100 for staff 
additions, new equipment, and building and replace- 
ments. President Warmouth T. Gibbs told the board 
that without full membership in the Association, the 
college’s program was hampered, and its graduates lim- 
ited in employment opportunities.

Ft. Valley Doctor Quits Town To Escape Road Gang 

A Fort Valley, Ga., physician, who called a white woman 
a “bitch” after she referred to him as a “nigger” during 
a telephone argument, escaped an eight-month sentence 
on the road gang after agreeing to leave town. Dr. Otis 
Smith, the town’s only Negro doctor, moved the following 
day, leaving his wife to break up their home on a 105-acre 
farm. The doctor, jailed for one week while both whites 
and Negroes sought his release, also paid $500 fine. 


Atlanta Man Arrested As Unlicensed Medic 

In Atlanta, Jessie C. Matthews, 57, was charged with 
practicing medicine after police followed him and his 
“patient,” George Walker, 42, into an apartment house 
where they found three bottles of penicillin, a syringe, 
three needles and a bottle of alcohol. Officers said Mat- 
thews admitted treating Walker for a disease at $2 per 
treatment. 
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First U. S. Negro Optometrist Plans Retirement 

A 65-year-old Detroit man, who was : 
the first licensed Negro optometrist in 
the United States and Canada, is sched- 
uled to retire soon to his dairy farm in- 
terests, and his hobbies of raising cattle, 
hogs, dogs, hunting and fishing. William 
Hiram Lawson, born in Windsor, On- 
tario, is the son of Wilhelmina Batiste 
Lawson, a direct descendant of Haiti’s 
Toussaint L’Ouverture. After cooking Lawson 
plastering, and working on the railroad, Lawson gradu- 
ated from Toronto School of Optometry and opened an 
office in Windsor. He moved to Detroit 35 years ago, be- 
came the first Negro to pass the State Board exams, 
and opened an office, later taking his son into partnership 
with him. 


Stricken With Poor Vision, Texas Medic Kills Self 

A prominent Ft. Worth, Texas, physician, Dr. Arthur B. 
Borders, 65, reportedly on the verge of losing his eyesight 
ever since he underwent a New York eye operation four 
years ago, committed suicide by shooting himself 
through the right ear. His body was discovered by his 
wife shortly after she returned from an early-morning 
mass. A few days prior to his death, the doctor re- 
portedly told friends he once started to jump into the 


Hudson River while in New York. 


New Book By J. Saunders Redding Due On March 31 

A new book, The Lonesome Road: The Story Of The Ne- 
gro’s Part In America, by Saunders Redding, professor of 
English at Hampton (Va.) Institute, will be published 
March 31 by Doubleday and Co. The work will include 
accounts of little known Negroes who have contributed 
greatly to America and appraisals of contemporary Negro 
leaders.

Phony African Prince ‘Reigns’ In Fla. Jail 


A 24-year-old “African prince,” who claimed he spoke 27 
languages and held seven college degrees, was jailed in 
Milton, Fla., after police learned he was just plain Edward 
L. Woods of Macclenny, Fla. Woods, armed with a forged 
visa, traveled across the country leaving hospital bills for 
his kidney ailment charged to the French Consulate, and 
identified himself as the crown prince of the Ubangi tribe. 
Biloxi (Miss.) Hospital authorities had placed him in a 
special room to prevent offending him with segregation, 
and offending whites by integration. Woods was tripped 
up when he requested money from the Mobile, Ala., 
French consul, but could not speak French. 





Chicago Medic Gets Year In Rape Attempt Case 
A Chicago physician, Dr. James Richardson, 47, was 
sentenced to a year and a day in prison after being found 
guilty of assault with attempt to rape a nurse, Miss Kath- 
erine Crawford, 24, in his office last November. He was 
allowed to remain free on $5,000 bail pending an appeal. 
Miss Crawford, a nurse at Provident Hospital, said she 
went to Dr. Richardson for treatment of an ear ailment.

Candy Hooten, a 400-pounder scheduled for trial 
on a bootlegging charge, sent word he was ready but 
could not climb the steps to a Washington, D. C., 
courtroom. Ordered to come as close as possible, 
Hooten, too big for a passenger car, plopped on a 
stretcher, rode to the courthouse in a hearse. Judge 
L. E. Mercer climbed in, found Hooten guilty of pos- 
sessing 45 pint bottles and five gallon jugs of whisky, 
sentenced him to four months on a road gang.

Robinson ran up 
room and board bills of over $100 before he was exposed.
